The kitchen, pantry, din 
ing-room, china closet, porch, cellar­ 
way, sink and the place for the range 
are all laid out to the very best pos­ 
sible advantage.

J such a house the parlor is the living- 
I room and it only requires an open fire 
in one corner to make it the most 
comfortable sitting-room in the neigh­ 
borhood. 
Have you ever noticed how 
every person in the house

It is a rare thing to see some­ 
body sit in another room when there 
is a fire burning in the parlor, but 
with this fact well known you seldom 
see a fireplace used as much as it 
should be.

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'• Washington, Jan. .S.—-^Thf sub-com- 
mittee of the house conmuttee on bai^k 
.ing and currency, to which was en- 
trusted the framing of a bill to in- 
:crease the elasticity pf the currency, 
reached a conclusion today and will 
report favorably to the full committee 
a bill drawn in the main by Chair- 
man Fowler of the committee. 


The bill will be introduced by Mr. 


Powler and referred to his committee 
where it will form the working basis 
for the framing of a bill of possibly 
the same scope and tenor. 


The bill provides for the complete 


retirement of all present outstanding 
national bank bond-secured cuireucy 
and authorizes in lieu thereof a cur- 
rency based upon general assets of the^ 
banks to be worked out in this way: 


The comptroller of the currency will 


designate throughout the country cer- 
tain redemption cities, so that there 
shall ue a redemption city within at 
least 24 hours reach ot each national 
bank. The national banks will indicate 
to the comptroller of the currency to 
what redemption city they wish to be 
joined. The comptroller will then se- 
lect a time and place within each re- 
demption district for the organiaing'of 
that district in the following manner: 


Each national bank in that district, 


regardless of its capital stock will be 
entitled to one vote. Representati"es 
of the banks will meet at a time and 
place designated and elect a board of 
managers, to consist of seven mem- 
bers. 
The seven will elect a chiiir- 


man who will become a deputy comp- 
troller of the currency and assume 
control of his redemption district, ex- 
cept that be shall' nut have charge of 
the 
enforcement 
of. tne 
criminal 


statutes.
